REQUEST FOR LETTERS OF INTEREST
ON-CALL PLANNING SERVICES (2024-2026)

Notice is hereby given that the Arkansas Department of Transportation (Department) is seeking letters of interest
from qualified consulting firms for on-call planning services for the years 2024 through 2026 with possible extension
through 2028. The scope of work for on-call planning services will include, but is not limited to:

Statewide Plans
Statewide plans generally take a high-level, strategic orientation (identifying system goals, objectives,
and implementation steps), rather than being project specific. These plans may be multimodal, focus on
select modes, or be topical. Planning horizons vary from five to twenty or more years. While statewide
plans are often guided by federal regulatory requirements, the goal of a statewide planning effort is to
develop an actionable plan for improving the transportation system using a performance-driven approach
and broad stakeholder engagement.

Transit Studies and Plan Development
Numerous transit related studies are needed to support the Department’s Public Transportation program.
These are often related to the requirements of the Federal Transit Administrations (FTA) Non-urbanized
Area Formula Program (49 U.S.C. 5311), State Safety Oversight (49 U. S. C. 5329), the Infrastructure
Investment and Jobs Act (IIJA), or other Federal programs.

Corridor Planning Studies
Corridor planning studies range in scale from high-level corridor evaluations to detailed roadway
improvement (including traffic operations analysis and conceptual design layouts). Studies may be
structured as Planning and Environmental Linkage (PEL) studies or consider innovative
financing. Corridor planning studies usually consider the goal areas outlined in the Arkansas Long Range
Intermodal Transportation Plan.

Grant Application Writing and Coordination
Grants are written in response to IlJA and other opportunities. Tasks may involve either development of
application documents or other advising on grant strategy.

While this scope of work highlights many areas of transportation engineering practice, the successful applicant will
demonstrate a strong understanding of the linkages between transportation, land use, economics, and related
planning topics. Successful applicants will also be able to communicate their work to various audiences.

Interested firms must furnish the following items:

A cover letter, no more than one (1) page, with primary contact information and the firm’s response.
Description of the qualifications of proposed project manager(s) and key team members (prime and
subconsultants) for tasks the firm is interested in performing. This information shall be limited to one (1)
page, 8.5” x 11” paper, with minimum 11 point font for each task.
